Since the week before Christmas 
close to 40 per cent. of grain in-

Wheat, oats, barley andg rye con- 
taining more than 17-per-cent, mois- 
ture grades “damp”, The minimum 
moisture content of “‘tough” grains 
varies from 14 to 14.8 per gent, 

Because priority was given to 
movement of high-grade grain last 
fall, the influx of damp varieties at 
the lakehead has yet to reach its 
peak, 

Official-rated capacity of the lake- 
head driers is 500,000 bushels a day.

SEATTLE, Wash.—The return, af- 
ter an absence of more than five 
months, of the United States Coast 
Guard cutter Northwind spotlights 
again the U.S. counterpart of the 
voyage of the Canadian ship Nas- 
copie to remote Arctic regions. The 
U.S. vessel has one of the most diffi- 
cult, dangerous and adventure-pack- 
ed voyages ever assigned a vessel— 
the Bering sea cutter patrol. 

To remote Eskimo villages in the 
vast stretches of Alaskan Arctic 
waters, to lonely service personnel 
maintaining places like the loran sta- 
tion on Attu, and to sick or injured 
seamen in such places as Point Bar- 
row, northernmost of American pos- 
sessions in the Arctic, the cutter on 
the Bering sea patrol is all things 
to all men, 

The first U.S. ship to reach Alaska 
in 1867 after the United States pur- 
chaSed it from Russia was the coast 
guard cutter Lincoln, From that day 
until the present, the Bering sea cut- 
ter patrol has performed most of the 
functions of government in remote 
areas of Alaska. 

Cutters like the Northwind enforce 
the law, apprehend criminals and 
transport “floating courts’. 

They carry mail, take teachers and 
scientific personnel to their -posts, 
check up on sanitation, take doctors 
and dentists to the remote villages 
to care for the health of the natives, 
guard timber, game, fish and seals, 
gather military intelligence. made 
soundings and conduct scientific re- 
search, To top it off, the command- 
ing officer even performs marriages! 

The Northwind began its many- 
thousand-mile journey early in May 
and ended it in early autumn, Sea 
lanes to most of the places she visit- 
ed are frozen over with several feet 
of ice except during mid-summer. 
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A British Columbia mine which 
sold for $10 in gold rush days is 
now worth $4,000,000, Well, a saw- 
buck went pretty far in those days.

The Northwind is an icebreaker, 
round-bottomed, and having no keel. 
This gives her a tremendous roll, 
even in calm waters, When Arctic 
storms reach the height of their fury, 
she pitches on the sea like a cork, 

This requires a special gyroscopic 
attachment for the crew to enjoy its 
favorite recreation — listening to re- 
corded music. The gyroscope keeps 
the record player completely level, 
no matter how violently the ship 
may be pitching. The sailors can 
enjoy a bit of jive while the ship is 
literally jumping. 

The Northwind’s C.O, is a special 
United States commissioner and a 
junior officer is appointed a special 
deputy marshal. As a commissioner 
the commanding offiecr is a justice 
of the peace, notary, coroner, pro- 
bate Judge and examining and com- 
mitting magistrate. 

The deputies have all the duties of 
a local sheriff. Coast Guard officers 
perform these services without ex- 
tra pay. 

The Northwind stopped for two or 
three days each at many Eskimo 
villages which were ports of call, At 
a typical village a thorough search is 
made for cantraband liquor while 
doctors and dentists line up the vil- 
lagers to check their physical condi- 
tion, Everything from an ,appendec- 


care of by the public health service 
doctors making the trip. 

The Northwind had a tight sched- 
ule which it had to keep in order to 
reach the many villages and military 
stations it had to service. Sometimes 
as many as 250 Eskimos needed at- 


the doctors had to “work the clock 
around,” 

One of the proudest chapters in 
the history of the Bering sea patrol 
is the 1897 voyage of the cutter 
Bear, a predecessor of the North- 
wind, 

In the winter of 1897 the Bear 
volunteered to go to the rescue of 
ships near 
Point Barrow. She arrived at Un- 
alaska on Dec, 9, only to find the 
rest of the way frozen solid, Point 
Barrow was still 2,000 miles away. 
The 800 marooned sailors and 400 
natives there would starve without 
help, What to*do?

These were herded hundreds 
of miles to Point Barrow fo a mo- 
bile food supply! At Point Barrow 
the seamen were found to be suffer-

Weather For Next 50 Years 


Fewer And Smaller Wars 


And 


Nations To Turn To Reconstruction 


(By Howard W. Blakeslee) 
BOSTON. — The unusual weather this last fall is merely an 


introduction to about 50 years of colder climate to come. 


How 


much colder? Enough so that farmers should be told right away 
that growing seasons will be shorter during the next 25 years, 


Enough so that the public should 
be told it is being misled by stories 
that world climate is getting warmer. 

These are the conclusions of Dr, 
Raymond H, Wheeler, student of 
weather cycles and chief of staff of 
the climatic research division of the 
Weather Science foundation, Crystal 
Lake, Ill. 

The present weather changes fit 
war predictions based on weather 
which Dr Wheeler, then a psychology 
professor at Kansas university, made 
seven years ago, 

He had then charted 17,000 battles 
in world history, to find that world 
wars take plate in warm periods. 
And, he said, both world wars came 
in a warm period. 

In cold periods, like the one now 
starting, he found that although wars 
continued, they were smaller, usually 
civil conflicts. Nations in the cold 
times turned to reconstruction. Love 
of liberty grew stronger. He said 
Jesus Christ lived in one of the cold 
periods, 

To date, the weather war predic- 
tions are concerned solely with pre- 
dictions about the warm cycle, which 
he says is just ending, and the cold 
just ahead, 

His studies show two important 
cycles, one of 100 years between two 
warm peaks, the other 1,000 years. 
We now are entering the cold half 
of a 100-year cycle, Dr. Wheeler said. 

The cooling signs actually began 
about 10 years ago. Winters have 


become sporadically much more se-| 


vere. Palestine suffered an unprece- 
dented snowfall. Blizzards have ap- 
peared of the sort characteristic of 
cold periods, such as one in the west 
two years ago.

Dr. Wheeler says weather experts 
have been ignoring the ups and 
downs of the 100-year cycle, and pays 
ing attention only to the 1,000-year 
period, The last previous 1,000-year 
warm peak was about 1,000 A.D, The 
next is due after 2,000, 

This 1,000-year shift, now on the 
warming-up side, has caused frost 
lines to advance northward in Fine 
land, Norway, Alaska, Russia, Sle 
beria and Canada. In Greenland, 
farms and cemeteries buried under 
ice and snow for 600 years now are 
uncovered, Glaciers have been ree 
ceding all over the world. Warm wa- 
ter fish have been migrating north- 
ward for several decades, 

Because of these signs, Dr. Wheel- 
er says, the public has been told that 
world climate is becoming warmer, 
They have not warned about the 
coming drop. 

“There isnot the slightest chance," 
he says, “of the world getting stead. 
ily warmer, nor is there the slightest 
chance that we will escape a long, 


severe cold period that is on the way 
now.”

A rope 
is stretched between two uprights, a handkerchief is attached to the 
centre of the rope. The boy jumper paces off the distance from the 
starting point of his run to the rope to gauge his take-off point. 
Then he fingers the handkerchief to determine its height in relation 
to his body and he is then ready for the test—Central Press Canadian.
